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The year 1951 has seen some growth in the ` arding department of 
the Mission Girle' School, Golaghat, The new infarmary was completed 
and opened in April as a dormitory cottage for 18 girle, It waa filled 
immediately and the enrollment in the board ing rose to 73 but during 
the summer several dropped out, Although now we have the infirmary 
for which we have been asking for so long we are no better off when it 
comes to caring for sick girls, Fortunately there has been very little 
illness, I have not called a doctor during the year and the compounder 
only once, There were two cases that we thought might be going to 
develop into dysentery but they didn't and immediately after Ramki's 
death one girl thought she had pneumonia but it didn’t develop, and one 
girl feill and out her knee quite badly but we have had nothing more 
serious than that, I think Dr, Randall would be quite justified in 
taking the oredit for our good health because of the good start she 
gave us at the beginning of the year, I'm sure the school nurse woul d 
Bay that it is because of the care she hag Givan and she would be more 
or less justified in so saying, I feel that it is quite largely 
due to the better food that they are having and regular checking up 
On growth and weight that has kept them fit, So to juat what the 
oredit iv due it is hard to say, 


Another milestone that we have reached is the addition of three 
better trained workers to our staff, Helen Sangma, a girl that we

No, we are not entirely sat- 
isfied with t spiritual atmosphere and status emong the students, but are working. 
hard to domrove it. We find it @specially difficult to effect reverence for things 
holy and spiritual. This may, in part, be due to the absence of a suitable place foi 
/ worship. Our school auditorium serves as class room, study hall, jel, Sunday So- 
hool, and churoh. Several "outside" Sahibs have remarked to me that it is indeed 
very strange that we have no church in Impur since it is the Mecca of dàr faith in 
the Ae Hage Hills.

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' christians. With one or two exceptions the reasons were unconvincing if not silly. 
In beliefs and fundamentals that really mattered the same sign of ignorance was »' 
apparent. In short, they have been trying to erect a permanent spiritual house on a r; 
“weak and inadequate foundation. Aware of these facts we have tried to teach such sub 
jegts as Church Polity, Baptist Beliefs, Sunday School Methods, How To Prepare Ser- 
nons ete. in our regular Pible Classes. I devoted all of my time to these subjects ~ 
and employed our school tenchers for the teaching of the Sunday Sehool lessons; had 
it not been for their spirit of willingness to cooperate this would have been impos 
sible, These classes heve been particularly well attended this year the average at 
ndet” teing about four hundred. It surely is a pleasure to teach such a group when — 
they are eager to learn and quick to put into practical application that which they 
have assimilated. ' 
A special commitee working together with the Missionary compounded a uniform 
body of rules governing the engagement and marriage customsywii¢h was unanimously — 
adopted by the pastors and teachers. Formerly each village had its om code of laws. 
which was the source of much trouble and confusion. We alao put into force a sys- 
tem for registering marriages and deaths. Last year the deacon's duty and office 
were defined; this understanding has eliminated a great deal of serious trouble. We 
are hoping the above mentioned innovations will produce a like effect. | 
h “here has been several critical "Gulmals” which threatened to eplit up the 
churches involved and a host of petty evapces to adjust, but these have all been 
; settled and st present as far as we, all is quiet in this secter of the hills, 
by grace of God, All of our pastors and their church members are happy that ) 






























the pastorn, have been invested with the authority to baptize and to administer the 
Lord's Supper. They say that they feel like real pastors now and from all appearan 
cen they are performing their duties like real pastors aleo. In fact they are doing 
much better than I darred to expect. Each church now has their own individual com= 
munion sete. I designed and had the plates made in England. The whole set with thi 
ty glasses sold for sixteen rupees, Noatewooden plates with holes drilled in them 
were sold to the poorer churches. Still other poor churches made their own treys. — 
It ie now possible for even the poorest churches to have communion at least four ~ 
times a year and in the more wealthy par odd they have it once a month. Under the 
old regime some of the smaller ehurche s happy to commenoratg the Lord's suffer'* 
and death once a year at best. 
The Evangelist who formerly went about only baptizing end administering . 
Lord's Supper has proven a little unsatisfactory since all of the vastors have bee, 
licensed to perform these rites inasmuch as he is a poor teacher and preacher and 
has failed to adjust himself to hia new duties. We have tried to be patient with i 
him in the hope that he will improve and become e enuigge asset to our work. - 
In our report of last year we mentioned about hoping to procure funds for 
a man to devote his full time to Young PeoplE'S and onnea sh work. We have hae 
such a man on the field for about six months. Already he has proven his suitabili t; 
for this Aae type of work. He is a capable preacher with an Py pine mès- p 
cage and a man of good judgment and common sence. The young people love him foe} 
sympathetic Leadership ability and the older folk respect him for his eterling qué 
ities of charecter and whole-hearted enthusiasm. He is succeeding in transvsing 
new life blood and dynamic enterprise into the Young People's Societies and the | 
Sunday Schools. It is too early too pase a mellowed judgment upon this new projec 
but if a good start and devotion count it is assurved of early success. Jus befor 
we came eway for the Conference this new worker came to show me several books deal 
ing with his chosen work which he had purchased from his meager salary. Therefore, 
I om sure he has his heart in the work and that is the best guarentee of success, 
A report of the Ao Naga work would not be complete unless & few incident 
and facts relative to our Mung or Annual Conference were related. Our Assools 
tion was held at the village of Aliba from the 5th to 8th of Movember. As the yil 
ge which entertained the Muh@dang is centrally situated within the tribe they hac 
ores for an attendance of six thousand. Had it not been for unfavorable we athe 
ir expectations would have beon gratified, I am certain, The entertaining vil. 
ge undertakes the difficult andketupendous task of supplying all the neods of ev 
attendant. Forty cows, 120 pigs, and one mithan were killed to supply the meat 4 
ua y 
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majè six hundred maunds (24,000 llbs) of halle rice, four mds. of salt, and two 
mds. of tea provided the staple requirements for this great conclave. Thirty, five 
| gal tins of kerosene kept the myriads of lanterns filled with oil and burni riz 
htly. An expenditure of Rs.6,000 was incurred or represented in the ae oot tar 
ic meeting house and in provbding food for this multitude. 3,569 people were oms * 
ployed at various times in preparation for this colossal convocation, When we con- 
sider that the gigantic tabernacle 150 ft. square and all arrangements were made t 
the people themselves we are compelled to pespect their abilityyand initiative,The 
ee eee with the help of tho Missionary but ite entire execution was 
eft solely to the Chairman of the Association and his colleagues. Every meeting 
was oondueted in a dignified and orderly manner even the business was handled.in a 
fashion that would have been commendable to Europeans. Ye were very happy to have 
Mies Long and Rev. Hutton attend our Association and are thankful to them for the! 
inspiring messages and congenial company.

When one looks beyond the border the administered territory into the 
Trane-Dikhu Cofintry the complexion of our Missionary enterprise and accomplishment 
. changes most drastically. Nobody knows the’ exact population of the Sangtame, Chang: 
. Phons, Yachungrre and Konyaks, not to mention the unserveyed territory behind them 
tribes extending over into Burma, but they have been estimated at 175,000. This fi; 
ure together with the Ao population makes the Missionaries at Impur responsible fo 
approximately 200,000 people of diverse customs and languages. lio white man has ew 
traversed these unkno tracts and not until recently has any Missionary ever set 
foot within some of the closer Trans-Dikhu villages. What a challenge; certainly w 
‘ought to go in aoe possess the land as soon as possible and permittable before som 
other organization takes the initiative. Not much is known of this hinterland but 
occassionally stories of fierce head hunters, autrocious raids, and slavery filter 
| through the frontier. Jt was my privilege to visit some of the nearby villages re- 
eently. Three villages asked for a teacher, but I had to tell them that neither t 
| funds or the teachers were available at present. As I did so the light went out of 
their faces seemingly. We sent a young man to one of the closest of these TENEN 
in January of 1930. Now there is a church with a membership of over a hundred and 
a sah il i day achool. The Ao Naga Christians are paying his monthly salary of Re 
13-0-0. Also, Mission has a part time worker over there who visits two churches ey 
Sunday. The total number of christians in this new area is+:almost two hundred. The 
have been 87 baptisme this year.

Our girle in the Impur School and hostele are like sheep without 
a shepherd, This is not only the sentiment of the girle and ladies 
Pree in Impur but also the opinion of both women and men of the 
district. 

During the past year we have been trying to make the boot of a 
bad situation. To properly supervise a work one must be in proxinoity 
to it. Our bungalow is over a quarter of mile from the girle' hostels 
and compound, Besides the household duties, care of the dispensary 
and sick folk my wife has been in charge of the girlie’ work. In addi- 
tion to this there hae been language study and care of an infant, 
Therefore re confess the work has been sadly negle@ted, Foremr condi- 
tions warranted the designation of two Mico eahibe, The need for Mises 
sanibe hae increased since the close of the work inasmuch as the 
Bitendance has almoet doubled, Forty-two giris have been enrolled 
thie year, 35 of whom have lived in the Boarding, 

The bulldings and equipment for tho girls' ie inadequate and that 
which we have ia sorely in need of repair, We had te tear down part 
of one hostel to repair another ir order to prevent the rain from, 
soaking the girls while sleeping, Nothing hac been done to these 
buildings for ten yearo, Tha girls havo no place to bathe or wash 
their clothes. At our own expense we provided A study tadles and 
and benches, and purchased a lanp for thair comfort, When this work 
Was completed Watie one of our native lady teachers was to happy she 
cried, Alto, we regret to atate that both our matron and one of un- 
married lady teachers are corpelled to live in the hostels with the 
girle becouse we lack quarters for them or meane to provide sam, They 
live in the seme menner as the girlo., 

With oniy Ra.63/- per month it is impounible to even provide 
eufficient food for the girle not to mention upkeep of property and 
improvenents and regairs to equipment, All of the girlo are ulmost 
wholly supported by Miesion or from thie Re.83/-; if it were otherwise 
the girle wouldn't come. The work ie in ite embryo etate and being 
left to care for itself in this condition of helpldeseneus, With 
salaries, xerosene, rice and soap to think ef it io impousible to 
supply à wholesome diet, The girle are happy if they got moat onoe or 
twice a month, We are happy to note that the Reference Comnittes has 
graciously recommended an increase in our Woman's work appropriation, 

The spiritual life of the girls isa more encouraging than that of 
the boys, We thank dod for such a conscientious teacher and leader 
as Natie, Had it not been for her the Women's work would hive crumbled 
long ere, The girls’ study period is preceeded by a prayer maeting 
every night, Usually time is given for the singing of wonge abd hymns; 
in this they are becoming quite adapt, @ocasionally a few girle will 
accompany the matron on a week-end preaching excureion, On an ave 
the girle are better studento than the boys, They seem totake their 
work more earnestly. Perhope this same quality accounte for their 
Superior ocholastic attainment. 

Mico Long contributed about three weeke of Valuaile aveivtunce 
to the girle' work directiy after our Mungdang, Instead of having 
® join chapel service Nisu Long opoke only to the girls, Also, each 
night her visit with ue she conducted a vesper service, During all 
of these meetings she greatiy helped the girle educationally, piri- 
tually and inepirationally, They 111 long remember her words of 
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wisdom, encouragement and advice. Mise Long can tell you sentimental 
stories of appeal for Miss wahibe which she saw, Practically every 
lady and girl that came to give their salame asked Her to stay or to 
help them pray for two permament Miss eahibs. We enjoyed Miss Long's 
stay immensely because of hercongenial felloship, helpful suggestions 
and eplendid Christian example of service and life that she displayed 
while in our midst, These are not only are personal feelings in the 
matter but the Ao people as wall eopecially the school giris and lady 
reeidents in and near Impur. The work has been given a new impetus 
and we hope that very shortly another Mise sahib or Miss sahiba will 
find it convenient to duplicate Miee Long's fine example,

A medical survey of the boys school a week or two gopa 
by Dr. Werelius revealed larga spleens, and had cases of anemia., Mow thecold 
wenther is upon us we hope for better things, but before the next hot weather 
and the next rains, something will have to be done to memmem reduce the number 
ef onopholes. It is a difficult problem to tackle, and Always has heen, The ge 
school boys and girls of our schools at Kangpokpi, sre for the most part made 
es those who come from all parto of Ma the Manipur hills. A “goodly number 
of the patients are those who come in from outlying vilinges, and even from 
villages far removed from Kangpokpi. They are easy carriers of the malaria 
bug, and this aspect of the problem has to be considered as well as the local

The Leper Volo has taken up a lot of our time during the year. We were 
faced with ry short supply of water during the hot months, and even up to 
the mi@dle of June, Recourse had to be made to an old open stream much com- 
taminated by buffaloes and humans farther up the hill.

The cook house for this hostel was also enlarged to relieve the congestion, and 
Ro far as comfort is concerned, the rirls appreciate the added sprece, and the 
more decent beds they had been used to for years,

EDUCATIONAL REPORT. 


The Bible women supported from Mission funds for many yeare are 
now working in other spheres of labour, one of them in Imphal doing 
occasional evangelistic work among the hill people in the capital 
Imphal, and at her own expense, and the other taking a couree of 
nursing at the Gauhati Medical Hospital, 


The Girle School at Kangpokpi is now housed in a separate build- 
ing. Thanke to Miss Sandberg who visited us last April, and studied 
the whole subject of Woman's work with us, Mrs, Pettigrew wao happy 
in the receipt of sufficient funde to complete the school building 
below our chapel, and three rocme are now being used by the day echool 
girls, and the Primary Sunday School classes, There are Jå girle on 
the roll of thie school, which teaches up to the Lower Primary IVth 
clase, In the boye school, there are 2 girle in the N, E, Vith clare, 
and & girle in the Upper Primary clasees, We are obliged to have these 
girls with the upper clase boys, on account of lack of women teachers, 
and the lady miseionary we have pleaded for so long, hae not yet ap- 
peared on the compound to help Mre, Pettigrew in developing this impor~ 
tant work for the women of Manipur, 


The Girls Hostel et Kangpokpi has also been repaired, and made 
more comfortable for the 21 girle, sent from all our areas of work, 
The Head Mistreos has no house of her own to live in, and is lodging 
with the girle in this hoetel, The cook house for this hostel was 
also enlarged to relieve the congestion, and as far as comfort ibe

and milk for the many who have suffered from influenza and malaria, 

We mentioned in our last yoar's report the neceusity to make plans for 
those girle who wish to be trained in weaving and in arte and crafte, 
With the apparent lack of funde thie is an impossibility, and altho 

we have tried to feel optimistic over the continual drawbacks in our 
attempt to develop the work for women in Manipur, and owing to the 
reaction noticed among our leadere in the different areas, it is indeed 
difficult to state with any feeling of confidence that we shall have a 
dike number of girle in thie school at Kangpokpi next year, We will

The past, yesr has been another one of difficulty for the evange- 
listic work. Tie Bible women have ‘frequently returned from an after- 
noon's work qu discouraged, They had found an entrance in but few 
homes in the town and but little interest in the surrounding villages, 
Many refused to hear the Gospel because they regard it aa a foreign 
product under boycot. Others contended that Christ and Krishna teach 
the same doctrines so in essence Hinduiom and Christianity are the 
pane. 


I hava wondered to what extent the fruitlessnews of the work of 
the Bible women wae due to the lack of love and harmony between the 
messengers, Ao the two women did not make a good team, we accepted the 
resignation of the one who had a previous record of frequent quarrel- 
ing. Domestic interests have since taken the other woman from the work 
= we trust but temporarily. . 






iu Sunda shoole, Attendance in the Hindu Sunday Schools 
declined and there were an increasing number of Sundays when the house- 
holders in whose homes we met found that for various reavons it was 
not convenient to have the Sunday School meet that week, The house in 
whieh one group had been meeting had been torn down and community 
opposition prevented our eecuring another meeting place in the neigh- 
borhood, So we closed the Hindu Sunday Sohools for a time, This left 
ue free to work in Christian and non-Christian villages during the 
week ende of the cold season, Sometimes we begun our trips Saturday 
afternoon but more often got an early start Sunday morning returning 
to Gatribari Sunday evening. 


Our beat evangelistic work waa done during January when visiting 
friends from the Sootch Mission in Darjeeling worked wnonreset the 
Nepalis in town, had a Lantern lecture in Nepali on the Life of Christ, 
and were most happily received in some Nepali and Tindi-speaking 
communities wiich were visited in the district. 

Vuch more time needs to be spent upon evangelistic work in the — 
town and villages, and we shali be glad indeed when the whole time of 
one worker cun be devouted to this need, Personally I am of the opinion 
that evangelistic work amongst the women of the town can be done more 
effectively if the evangelistic worker lives off the “ission Compound 
in the midst of the community which she seeks to win for Christ, This 
can be done, I think, without any serious menace to the health of the 
worker if she lives in a screened sanitary house such as Assamese

The Or) me, The work in the Orphanage provides a more vatis- 
factory report, God's bleseing continues to reut upon tiie group of 
little ones with signal favours, The appropriations received from 
the Miesicn have been generously augmented by specifics from the 
friende of the institution st home and in India, Twelve children are 
nupported by wpcocifics, four othere are partially or fully supported 
by the labour of their mothers, and a fifth is fully supported by hie 
fouter-mothor, one of the workero in the Orphanage, Specific gifte 
have entirely paid for our herd of cowa which give u gupply of et 
milk adequate for our neede mout of the year, and for the fruit trees 
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which nre supplying the children daily with fruit, practically the 
whole yaar, Specific gifte covered the entire cost (about Re,300) 
of our third cottage, which wos moved on to the Orphanage compound, 
screened, and provided with a permanent roof. 


Stock=taks io cometimes a heartening operutiong, It proved to 
be so the inot of Geptember when in proparataon of handing the super- 
vision to Kieu Nichole the work of the Orphanage for the last four 
years was reviewed and our present equipment, stock in hand and funds 
on hand, were compared with the deficits of previous years, During 
the lest four yeare twelve women and three girle have helped to care 
for the onildren in return for their shelter, fcod, and opportunities, 
Ae they have become more helpful they have been given allowance. 
Gixty-one children have been given a homo, Of this number ten have 
died, seven heve been adopted by foster parents, nineteen have been 
returned to their homes, and two passeard on to our station boarding 
echools, Not only have the children and helpere increased three-fold 
in the ‘our yeare, but the garden has been extended four-fold, so that 
it provides the children with vegetables most of the year; some seventy 
fruit troes, benides a ecore of banana trees and several dozen pine 
apple plants, have been planted and are flourishing nicely, Ten good 
cows and as many calves have been purchased and provided with two good 
sheds and a house for the gowal. A cottage has been added, the old 
weaving whed which waa no longer needed has been converted into a 
play houee which is especially useful during the rains, Money hae 
benp cured for a much needed drill well. We praise God for His 

mi ness of these little ones and for those who have helped Him to 
provide for then, 


During the last year the responsibility of the daily routine of 
the Orphanage has been carried almost entirely by faithful Indian 
helpere, Srijut Sucille Das has managed the garden and cows and looked 
after the garden and repairs, superintendi the dismantling of a cottag@ 
on the servant's compound and removing and netructing it on the 
Orphanage compound, Srimati Daumayunti and Aumari Phulmand have cared 
for the children moet tenderly and efficiently. The loving kindness of 
these foeter-mothers is reflected in the healthy, bappy, ond warmly 
affeotionate living of their little charges, The health record hag 
been good this year, due largely to the preventive work of our medical 
friends, Had immediute and expert hospital cure not been available 
for Phulmani last February she would have very probably diad with an 
acute attack of appendicitis, 


The Orphan needs and deserves the wholeheurted and prayerful 
support of our Mission, We should expect it togrow as our other 
institutions grow and we should provide for ite growth in our budget, 
so that more than half of the support of the children need not come 
from specific as at present, I have done no work in the Miosion which 
I feol to be more true to the spirit of Christ none more promising 
of rich returne as an investment of love, time, or money, than the 
work being done in our Orphanage. Ite limited appropriations have 
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restricted ite ministry almost entirely to the little ones of our 
Christian comuunity, but it maxes ü very real heart appeal to Hindus 
and Mohemmedans as a typically Chriutian form of service, The one 
compensation for handing over thie beloved department to another, 
wae the thought that when it was no longer under my care, I could 
work more earnestly to bring it to the attention of others and have 
my afforte free of any of self-interest, In this connection may I 
@arnently request that the oftediscuezed subject of a policy for the 
Orphanage be allowed to lay on thn table for a fow years until we 
oan ena ulong what lines a poliay may le wisely drawn, 
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Day Sohool, We have had a good year in the day wchool, Our first 
M, B. owmndidate paneed the Government Examination in January, Four 
girls are prepared to take the examination thio year, The teache~s 
have dieplayed a fine epirit de crope and a most gratifying concern 
for the epiritual ac well as the mental development of their students, 
After our teachers' meeting i thank God anew for such a devoted

The number of student nurses has been increased during tho yeu 
from il to 21, ‘There have been two graduates during the year, One of 
them has gone to be school nurse in Golaghat, and the other will con- 
tinue with the hospital, One of our Garo girle who was most promising 
died in the spring from typhoid, The curriculum for the nurocs has 
been worked out much more fully than ever before, and claseeo are being 
earried cut according to echedule. The spirit muong the girle ie very 
good and we find that most of tham are very much in earnest, The 
language diffaculty ctill prevaile, Most of the hill girle find great
